Execs  Propose  Amendments

A series  of  proposed 
amendments  to  the  present 
ASBYU  constitution  were  read  in 
Tuesday’s  Executive  Council 
meeting,  and  the  Council  passed 
for  presentation  to  the  student 
body. 


Hush-a-Blast 
Fired  Today 

The  Quad  in  front  of  the 
Science  Center  will  be  the 
scene  of  a silent  barrage 
starting  at  noon. 

The  hush-a-blasts  will  be 
the  result  of  at  least  two 
electric  cannons,  which  will 
fire  small  iron  slugs. 

These  quiet  monsters  will 
hurl  the  ferric  projectiles  up 
to  50  feet  and  are  run  by  24 
volts  furnished  by  a system  of 
batteries. 

They  consist  primarily  of 
200  feet  of  copper  wire  and  a 
plastic  tube.  By  exerting  a 
magnetic  pull  on  the  slugs  the 
cannons  catapult  them  out  of 
the  muzzle  of  the  weapon. 


Class  government  is  effectively 
eliminated  in  the  first  proposed 
amendment  accepted  by  the 
assembled  Council  members  over 
the  opposition  of  Jim  Chaplin, 
social  vice  president;  Richard 
Casper,  AMS  president;  and  Ken 
Murdock,  junior  class  president. 

“I  am  against  centralization  of 
authority.  I was  under  the 
impression  that  there  would  be 
more  alternatives  provided,” 
Richard  Casper  said,  expressing  his 
disappointment  in  the  work  of  the 
committee  appointed  last  spring  to 
write  the  constitutional 
amendments. 

Although  admitting  there  was  a 
time  factor  involved,  Ken  Murdock 
also  stated  that  not  enough 
alternatives  had  been  discussed  by 
the  constitutional  committee. 

“There  were  only  two  meetings 
dealing  with  the  Cabinet,” 
Murdock  said,  “and  AWS  and  the 
Freshmen  class  were  never 
consulted  about  their  opinions. 

PROS 

“Centralization  is  bad  if  it  is 
taking  away  student  privileges. 
That  sounds  like  Hitler’s  coming, 
or  Stalin  is  here,”  countered  Kim 
Cameron,  vice  president  of  culture. 
“But  if  a student  organization  is 
trying  to  provide  student  activities 


on  a large  scale  in  a short  time 
period,  some  centralization  is 
necessary.” 

After  the  Council  meeting,  Paul 
Genho,  chairman  of  the 
committee,  elaborated  on  some  of 
•the  alternative  plans  discussed. 

“The  committee  examined  every 
alternative  presented,”  Genho  said. 
“We  discussed  keeping  the  status 
quo,  and  even  the  expansion  of 
class  government’s  powers. 
Everyone  felt  such  proposals  just 
weren’t  viable.” 

THREE  VEEPS 

To  fill  the  void  of  the  officers 
eliminated,  three  new  vice 
presidents  were  proposed  in  the 
amendments.  A proposed 
executive  vice  president  (to  assist 
the  ASBYU  president  and  preside 
in  his  absence),  a vice  president  of 
organizations  (such  as  clubs),  and  a 
vice  president  of  women’s  activities 
will  all  be  decided  upon  by  the 
student  body. 

The  proposed  amendments  also 
defined  the  duties  of  the  new 
officers,  redefining,  in  the 
meantime,  the  activities  of  the 
student  relations  office. 

The  veep  of  student  relations 
would,  under  the  new 
amendments,  be  responsible  for 
conducting  regular  student  polls.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)-A 
Mormon  member  of  the  Nixon 
cabinet,  guest  speaker  at  Gov. 
Calvin  Rampton’s  eighth  annual 
prayer  breakfast,  said  today  “We 
must  have  a spiritual  reawakening 
if  we  are  to  save  this  nation.” 

George  Romney,  Secretary  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development, 
made  the  remarks  to  an  estimated 
300  persons.

Romney  said  there  is  a “neutral 
agnosticism  that  now  dominates 
the  educational  system  of  this 
country— upon  which  we  cannot 
continue  to  build  freedom  and 
liberty.” 

“There  is  on  college  campuses,” 
he  said,  “a  vacuum  of  meaning  and 
purpose.” 


Engineer 

Dr.  Buckminster  Fuller,  whose 
fantastic  creations  are 
revolutionizing  the  world  of  design 
and  architecture,  will  give  two 
lectures  in  the  Salt  Lake-Provo  area 
as  a part  of  Engineering  Week 
activities,  Feb.  17-22. 

Called  ‘‘the  first  poet  of 
technology’’  by  his 
contemporaries.  Dr.  Fuller  will  be 
sponsored  by  the  Utah  Engineering 
Council  and  BYU. 

He  will  speak  at  the  forum 
assembly  Thiusday  at  10  a.m.  in 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse  on 
“Individual  Initiative  vs.  Massive 
Public  and  Private  Organisms.” 
Later,  he  will  speak  in  Salt  Lake 
City  in  the  new  Salt  Palace. 

The  invention  of  the  Geodesic 
dome  form,  structures  of  metal, 
plastic  or  cardboard  based  upon 
tetrahedrons  or  octahedrons, 
opened  the  eyes  of  the  world  to  the 
genius  of  Dr.  Fuller.  This  form  has 
been  used  in  structures  around  the 
world,  including  the  U.S.  Pavilion 
at  the  Expo  67  in  Montreal, 
Canada.  In  10  years,  the  famed 
domes  have  covered  more  square 
feet  of  the  earth  than  any  other 
single  kind  of  shelter. 

Educated  at  Milton  Academy, 
Harvard  University,  and  the  U.S. 
Naval  Academy,  he  saw  service  in 
the  U.S.  Navy  in  World  War  I. 

In  1 927  he  designed  the 
Dymaxion  House,  a “machine  for 
living  in,”  which  included  such 
things  as  alloys,  plastics,  and 
photoelectric  cells  which  did  not 
exist  at  the  time.

Daily  Universe 

To  Collapse? 


(Editor's  Note:  In  view  of  the  action  taken  by  the 
Executive  Council  Tuesday,  the  following  attitude  is 
expressed  by  Judy  Geissier,  Roger  Gillespie  and  Pierre 
Hathaway.) 

Much  has  been  said  on  both  sides  of  the  class 
government  controversy.  Perhaps  It  is  now  time  to 
step  back  and  form  an  opinion  based  on  the  facts  of 
the  matter. 

The  first  student  government  organization  at  BYU 
was  the  class  structure.  It  was  formed  because  the 
students  in  each  class  had  much  in  common  with  each 
other.  They  graduated  from  the  same  high  schools, 
came  from  just  a few  areas  of  the  country,  attended 
many  classes  together  and  so  forth. 

As  the  student  body  increased  in  number  and  as 
more  and  more  students  from  the  far  reaches  of  the 
globe  began  to  attend  the  university,  a change  in 
emphasis  was  required. 

Members  of  each  of  the  classes  had  less  in  common; 
many  went  through  their  entire  university  career 
without  meeting  a fraction  of  the  members  of  their 
class. 

A new  organizational  scheme  was,  for  a time, 
provided  by  the  senate,  a body  composed  of  three 
representatives  from  each  of  the  classes,  the  class  vice 
presidents,  the  four  Interorganizational  presidents,  a 
representative  of  the  student  body  president  and  a 
representative  of  each  of  the  four  student  body  vice 
presidents. 

Still,  as  the  student  body  continued  to  increase  and 
interests  continued  to  grow  more  and  more  diverse, 
the  senate  organization  too  proved  over-oriented 
towards  special  interests,  and  in  1 963  was  replaced  by 
the  assembly. 

The  number  of  class  representatives  was  decreased 
in  the  assembly,  and  the  number  of  student  body  vice 
presidents  and  representatives-at-large  increased. 
Here  can  be  seen  the  first  move  toward  the  type  of 
centralization  needed  to  efficiently  coordinate 
activities  for  the  student  community. 

This  structure  continued  for  four  years,  but  in  the 
end  succumbed  to  the  same  disease  which  had 
plagued  its  predecessors— over-emphasis  on  special 
interests. 

In  1967,  the  present  ASBYU  Constitution  was 


adopted  by  student  vote.  It  eliminated  the  assembly 
and  created  one  central  governing  body,  the 
Executive  Council.  The  then  ASBYU  President,  Lynn 
Southern,  explained  the  reasons  for  the  change: 

"As  student  officers,  we  were  hampered  by  the  lack 
of  cooperation  we  received  from  the  assembly.  We 
had  the  power  to  plan  programs  for  the  student  body, 
but  not  to  carry  them  out.  And  where  did  the  power 
to  carry  them  out  lie?  With  a group  of  students 
representing  special  interests. 

"We  felt  there  could  be  no  workable  student 
government  here  until  the  power  to  act  was  given  to 
the  student  officers.  The  Executive  Council  structure 
gave  us  that  power." 

It  would  seem  that  the  present  debate  loses  sight  of 
both  the  ultimate  goal  of  student  government  and  the 
perspective  of  history. 

The  goal  of  student  government  is  not  to  serve  the 
ambitions  of  students  who  seek  office.  It  is  to  serve 
the  students  in  the  most  efficient  manner  possible. 

For  two  years,  class  government  has  been  removed 
from  the  power  structure  because  it  could  serve  no 
purpose  not  already  served  by  one  of  the  at-large 
officers.  Today  it  is  proposed  that  class  government 
be  abolished  for  that  reason:  it  can  serve  no  purpose 
not  already  served  by  one  of  the  at-large  officers. 

To  fill  any  possible  gap  which  the  abolition  might 
create,  the  proposal  of  the  ASBYU  President's  office 
offered  at  Tuesday's  Executive  Council  meeting 
creates  three  new  Council-level  positions:  a Vice 
President  of  Women's  Activities,  a Vice  President  of 
Organizations,  and  an  Executive  Vice  President,  to 
serve  as  a running  mate  and  assistant  to  the  ASBYU 
President. 

The  proposal,  through  these  new  positions,  creates 
a powerful,  functional  voice  for  any  and  all  special 
interests  groups  that  might  feel  misrepresented  as  a 
result  of  the  abol  ition  of  the  class  structure. 

Class  government  is  often  represented  as  in  its 
infancy.  In  actuality  it  is  suffering  from  a chronic  case 
of  old  age.  Class  officers  are  cal  led  upon  to  step  aside, 
for  they  cannot  continue  to  function  In  offices  for 
which  there  is  rx)  need. 

The  cry  for  one  more  chance  for  class  government 
was  answered  eight  years  ago;  it  need  not  be  answered 
again.

During  the  first  few  months  of  nearly  every  spring  semester,  potflS 
candidates  (potential  only  because  they  are  unannounced)  ask 
how  they  should  run  their  campaigns  for  student  body  president. 

This  year,  that  question  isn’t  being  asked.  Instead,  they  are  ate 
“How  do  I stop  Cameron?’’ 

Tlie  blond  heir-apparent  has  just  about  captured  the  top  spot  in  stite 
government  by  virtue  of  the  amount  of  time  he  has  spent  andt 
tremendous  enthusiasm  he  has  brought  to  his  position  as  Vice  Presideit 
Culture  and  to  his  seat  on  the  Executive  Council. 

Kim  Cameron  was  born  in  September  of  1946  in  Payson,  Utal^J 
smiled  when  he  told  me  that,  and  I asked  him  why. 

“My  mother’s  lifelong  doctor  lived  in  Nephi,  and  my  fathfli 
attending  BYU  at  the  time,”  he  explained.  “Payson  is  the  half-wayjg 
between  Provo  and  Nephi,  so  the  doctor  met  my  mother  there  whm 
time  came.”  He  smiled.  “I  guess  I’m  just  a half-way  baby.”  ^ 

But  that’s  the  only  thing  about  Kim  Cameron  that’s  ever  been  half-^^^ 
As  a youth,  he  brought  all  his  energies  to  bear  on  the  goal  of  establiteti 
good  record  for  himself  in  high  school,  and  in  the  process  racke^ 
more  than  slightly  impressive  academic  and  athletic  record.  Hel 
graduated  from  Brigham  Young  High  School  in  1964. 

Kim  served  a mission  for  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latt^ 
Saints  in  the  Central  States  during  1965-67  and  returned  to  BYU  tofU 
student  politics. 

“I  entered  student  politics  for  the  wrong  reasons,”  he  reflected!^ 
friends  all  thought  I should  run,  and  I guess  I wanted  to  see  if  I could  jl 
it  off.  And  those  are  the  wrong  reasons  really.” 

“After  I was  elected,  I had  to  make  a decision  between  two  ciA 
opposite  attitudes,”  he  continued.  “I  figured  I could  drift  throu(J 
year  doing  just  enough  to  look  good,  or  I could  re-orient  my  thinkit^fc 
more  service-nunded  attitude.” 

Kim’s  accomplishments  this  year  bear  out  his  choice  of  thejlW 


course. 

“There’s  so  much  going  on  in  the  cultural  arena  that  students  aw 
aware  of,”  he  lamented.  “If  they  were  educated  to  understand  whatt 
word  ‘culture’  really  means,  we’d  see  a far  greater  percentage  of  t 
student  body  participating  in  cultural  activities.” 

Kim’s  main  goal  this  year  has  been  to  orient  students  towards  thite 
of  greater  participation.  Everything  he  has  done— the  student  asseflte 
(the  “From  Bach  to  Rock”  dance  band  assembly,  for  instance^t 
one-act  play  contest  (which  closes  today),  the  “weeks”  (Americai^fce 
Jazz  Week,  Polynesian  Week)  which  have  been  and  are  being  plani^^ 
have  been  oriented  towards  this  goal. 

“We’ve  only  come  half-way  in  achieving  the  goals,”  the  stile 
executive  said,  “but  that’s  been  a long  half-way,  and  we’re  already  offw 
running  on  the  second  half.” 

Kim  is  a sociology  major  with  an  interest  in  educational  administal* 
(which  is  not  surprising  when  one  considers  the  outstanding  job  hisjte 
has  done  as  Dean  of  Students!!).  He  will  receive  his  B.S.  degree  in  IP^ 
and  plans  to  continue  for  at  least  a master’s  degree . 

“I  haven’t  decided  yet  whether  I’ll  go  on  here  at  BYUorif  I’ll  try  fori 
Ivy  League  school,”  he  commented.  “If  I do  try  for  an  Ivy  League  lAl 
it’ll  only  be  in  order  to  get  a wider  range  of  experience.” 

“I  ran  for  student  body  office  for  the  wrong  reasons,  but  I hop^f 
serving  for  the  right  reasons,”  the  six-footer  reflected.  “All  I wanthfl 
feeling  that  I’ve  made  a lasting  contribution  to  student  government  and 
the  university.”

Williams 

Negotiates 

Contract

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - The 
Washington  Senators  went  into 
extra  innings  Monday  trying  to 
wrap  up  the  million-dollar  deal  that 
will  make  Ted  Williams  manager  as 
well  as  part-owner  of  basketball’s 
biggest  losers. 

A club  spokesman  said  the  news 
conference  introducing  the  fabled 
hall  of  fame  hitter  as  the  Senators’ 
new  manager  is  not  likely  to  come 
imtil  “Wednesday  at  the  earliest.” 
There  had  been  earlier  talk  of  doing 
so  Monday  or  Tuesday. 

The  rich  package  of  stock  is  the 
stumbling  block.  Attorneys  need 
the  time  to  work  out  all  the  details 
on  Williams’  ownership  and  clear 
the  deal  with  Uncle  Sam’s 
scorekeepers  in  the  tax 
department. 

The  start  of  the  Senators’  spring 
training  is  less  than  a week  away. 

Williams  is  taking  over  a 
last-place  club  that  lost  nearly  100 
games  last  year  and  had  the  worst 
record  in  the  majors.  The  Senators 
have  been  locked  in  the  American 
League’s  second  division  for  22 
years  in  a row. 

Attorneys  for  both  sides  were 
trying  to  wind  up  the  tangled 
negotiations  that  will  give  Williams 
the  options  to  buy  an  estimated  10 
per  cent  of  the  Senators’  stock— a 
chunk  worth  $900,000.

Happy  New  Year!  Chinese  New 
Year,  that  is.  Ancient  Chinese 
tradition  was  revived  right  here  in 
Provo  Saturday,  as  the  BYU 
Chinese  Club  ushered  in  the  Year 
of  the  Cock  with  an  elaborate 
banquet  and  show  at  the  Eldred 
Center. 

China’s  biggest  holiday  came  to 
Provo  in  a big  way.  Chinese 
clubbers  displayed  their  dramatic 
and  musical  talent  on  stage  while 
five  hundred  guests  wielded 
chopsticks  over  tables  heaped  with 
succulent  sweet-and-soixr  pork, 
ribs,  fried  rice  and  egg  foo  yung.  On 
hand  for  the  festivities  were 
Chinese  Club  dignitaries  from 
out-of-state  and  Provo  Mayor  Verl 
Dixon.  BYU  faculty  members, 
students  and  returned  missionaries 
from  the  Orient  came  to  join  in  the 
feast  and  wish  each  other  luck  and 
happiness  for  the  coming  lunar 
year. 

Chinese,  masters  of  cooking, 
once  delighted  New  Year’s  guests 
with  preserved  eggs,  seaweek, 
sharks’  fins,  fish  brains, 
bamboo-shoots,  sea  slugs,  ducks’ 
tongues  and  cocks’  combs,  all 
eaten,  of  course,  with  chopsticks. 
Westerners  who  pushed  aside 
chopsticks  to  eat  with  knives  and 
forks  might  have  been  considered 
crude  by  the  fastidious  Chinese. 
Forks  and  knives  of  beautiful  jade 
and  ivory  were  used  in  China  over 
4000  years  ago,  but  were  replaced 
by  the  more  graceful  chopsticks. 

“Graceful”  is  hardly  the  word  to 
describe  some  of  the  many 
chopstick-novices  at  the  banquet 
Saturday.  Although  Chinese  Club 


members  patiently  explained  the 
delicate  art  of  using  them,  the  cute 
bamboo  utensils  were  too  much  for 
some  confirmed  knife-and-forkers. 
For  them  the  best  way  was  to  grab 
a fork  from  a serving  plate;  even 
fingers  would  do  in  lieu  of  forks. 
Crude?  Maybe.  Effective? 
Definitely. 

Chinese  Club  president,  Mary 
Lin,  backed  by  a hard-working 
team  of  club  members,  shaped  the 
evening  that  transported  China  to 
Provo.  The  New  Year’s  Banquet 
was  truly  a cultural  feast.

Bliss  Resigns  GOP 
National  Chairmanship

WASHINGTON  (AP)-The 
White  House  announced  today  the 
resignation  of  Ray  C.  Bliss  as 
Republican  national  chairman, 
effective  in  mid-April. 

Press  secretary  Ronald  L.  Ziegler 
made  public  an  exchange  of  letters 
in  which  Bliss  said  he  would  leave 
the  party  job  to  return  to  private 
business  and  Nixon  said  he 
accepted  the  decision  with  a salute 
“for  a job  extraordinarily  well 
done.” 

The  letters  gave  no  explanation 
for  his  resignation  and  Ziegler  said 
the  White  House  would  not 
amplify.  Only  five  weeks  ago,  Bliss 
conferred  with  then  President-elect 
Nixon  in  New  York  and  announced 
he  had  been  asked  to  remain  as 
chairman. 

Ziegler  said  he  knew  of  no 
disagreement  between  the 
President  and  Bliss.  He  said  they 
had  not  conferred  privately  since 
the  Jan.  10  meeting  in  New  York. 

After  Nixon’s  election,  reports 
began  circulating  the  new  President 
wished  to  replace  Bliss  with  a 
chairman  who  could  act  as  a 
spokesman  for  the  party  on 
speakers  platforms  around  the 
nation. 

In  his  four  years  as  chairman. 
Bliss  has  concentrated  on  the 
technical  and  organizational  side  of 
politics,  leaving  policy  speeches  to 
others. 


Bliss  was  chosen  to  head  the  GOP 
National  Committee  after  the  1 964 
presidential  election. 

SUCCESSOR? 

There  was  no  immediate 
indication  of  his  successor, 
although  the  name  of  Murray 
Chotiner  of  California,  a long-time 
political  associate  of  Nixon,  was 
mentioned  here  as  a possible 
appointee  to  a high  committee 
position.
